posits are formed in the cylinder 
as the result of incomplete combu 
tion, and since combustion is never 
100% in actual practice a small 
amount of carbon alway tend to 
form on all irface within the 
cylinder. When carbon deposits in 
the combustion chamber are heavy 
and spark plugs foul out in a short 
period of time, it can be concluded 
that carburetion is rich, oil con 
umption is high, or engine tem 
perature are abnormally low 
The spark plug is thus an indicator 
of engine performance and op 
erating conditions and exce Cal 
bon deposits should always be re 
garded as proof of an uneconomical 
operation 

In order to obtain relief from 
carbon fouling, it is customary to 
use hotter plug but if all the 
fouling is due to a carburetion con 
dition, an oil pumping condition 
or an engine temperature condi 
tion, the preferred solution would 
be to correct the difficulty rather 
than attempt to overcome an en 
gine defect with a hot plug 

Hotter-type plugs are effective 
n reducing carbon foulin be 
cause very little carbon will de 
posit on a surface operating at a 
temperature about 1000 F. If a 
plug can be chosen in
